Geveral ludicrous 
events took place in consequence. A number 
of persons in and about London seized all the 
barges and boats they ceuld lay their hands on 
in the Thames, very ratiowally concluding that 
when the conflagration took place, there would — 
be more safety on the water. A gentleman, who 
had neglected family prayer more than five 
years, informed hie wile thet he was determined 
to reg@urmie that landable practice the same eve- 
ning, but she having engaged a ball at her house, 
persuaded her husband to put it off till they saw 
whether the comet appeared or uot.
